CHAPTER 51. 

API'RAJ8MENT OF PROPKRTY. 

AN ACT to amend 8ection8 3862 and 8868 of the Revision of 1860. 

SEOTION 1. . Be it enacted by the General A88embly 
SelectJng ap- qf. the State of Iowa, That section 3362 of the Revision 
praisers. of 1860, be so amended as to read as follows: 

Section 3362. For the purpose of ascertaining the 
value of property to be sold under execntion, two disin­
terested liouseholdcrs of the neighborhood shall be se­
lected as appraisers, one of whom shan be chosen by 
the execution debtor, his agent or attorney, or in case 
of the absence from the county of the execution debtor, 
his agent and attorney, by the officer issuing the writ 
if he resides in the county where the same is to be ex­
ecnted, or if not there, 1>y the Clerk of the District 
Court of said county, and the other by the owner of the 
jndgment, his agent or Attorney, orin the absence from 
'he county of such owner, his agent and attorney, by 
the officer executing the writ, and said appraisers shall 
forthwith proceed to value such property according to 

Valuation. its fair value at the time; and in case of their disagree­
ment . as to such value, they shall choose another disin­
terested householder of the neighborhood, and with his 
assistance they shall complete such valuation, the ,'alua­
tion to be sworn to. by t11e appraisers. 
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
